Coach  Frank  took  his  untried  grid  material  to 
Macomb  for  the  initial  game  of  the  1934  season. 
Western  Teachers,  a  school  with  an  enrollment  of 
seven  hundred,  furnished  opposition  for  the  Wild- 
cats. Here  the  pink  and  green  boys  outplayed  their 
rivals  of  the  Little  Nineteen  Conference  but  just  as 
it  seemed  a  scoreless  tie  would  be  the  final  count, 
Kaszyski  of  Western  tore  loose  for  a  fifty  yard  run, 
being  finally  hauled  down  by  freshman  fullback 
Parks  on  the  ten  yard  line  of  Parsons.  In  three 
smashes  the  ball  was  taken  over  the  goal  line.  Gal- 
lassis  drop-kicked  the  extra  point  for  the  Leather- 
necks to  make  the  score  7  to  0. 

Parsons'  main  scoring  threat  came  in  the  second 
period  as  they  carried  the  pigskin  to  the  sixteen  yard 
marker  of  the  enemy  only  to  loose  possession  on  an 
intercepted    forward   pass.      During   the   whole   first

half  the  Wildcats  made  five  fitst  downs  to  the 
Teachets'  two. 

Late  in  the  third  quarter  Parsons  opened  up  with 
a  passing  attack  in  an  attempt  to  score.  However, 
the  aerial  forces  which  were  to  work  so  valuably 
for  the  Wildcat  cause  later  in  the  season,  failed  to 
function.  Parks  and  Lovett  did  the  tossing.  Late 
in  the  final  stanza  Kaszynski  got  away  for  his  long 
run  and  the  gun  sounded  soon  after  the  Tutors' 
touchdown. 

The  inexperienced  members  of  the  line  did  good 
work  while  Parks,  Black,  Lovett  and  Yount  showed 
promise  of  being  fine  backfield  men. 


PARSONS  7,  CARTHAGE  0 

Exactly  one  week  from  the  opening  contest  with 
Western,  the  Wildcats  again  strayed  away  from  the 
home  lair.  This  time  they  went  to  Ft.  Madison  to 
meet  Carthage  College  of  Carthage,  Illinois  in  a 
night  game.  The  Redmen,  coached  by  Lewis  Omer, 
are  members  of  the  Little  Nineteen  Conference. 
After  making  a  couple  of  desperate  goal  line  stands, 
the  Wildcats  came  through  with  a  successful  for- 
ward pass  from  Brawner  DuBois  to  Wayne  Hill  for 
a  touchdown. 

Punting  featured  the  opening  quarter  until  sud- 
denly the  Omermen  cut  loose  with  a  long  completed 
pass,  gaining  some  fifty-odd  yards  and  placing  the 
ball  with  a  first  down  on  Parsons'  ten  yard  line. 

The  Wildcat  forward  wall  held  and  Lovett  and 
Norvell  carried,  passed,  and  punted  the  pigskin, 
finally  bringing  it  to  rest  on  the  Carthage  ten  yard 
marker.  Here  they  kicked  over  the  goal  line  but 
again  the  Redmen  threatened  to  score  as  Medley  and 
Dimmitt,  Carthage  stars,  carried  the  ball,  only  to 
have  Yount  of  Parsons  intercept  a  pass  and  bteak 
up  their  offensive  drive. 

"Bangy"  Black  threw  to  Lovett  for  a  fifteen  yard 
gain  and  the  first  half  ended;  a  real  thriller. 

Douglass  Lovett,  Garden  Grove's  contribution  to 
the  Wildcat  backeld,  took  the  limelight  in  the  second 
half,  climaxing  it  with  a  fifty  yard  dash  off  tackle, 
aided  by  fine  blocking.  Parsons  lost  the  ball  on  the 
seven  yard  line  but  wouldn't  be  denied,  for  a  few 
plays  later  on  the  nineteen  yard  line  of  Carthage, 
DuBois  tossed  a  high  forward  to  Hill  for  a  touch- 
down.     The    extra    point    was    also    good    and    the

PARSONS  18,  SIMPSON  14 

Next  to  the  Wesleyan  encounter  this  exciting  con- 
test proved  to  be  the  most  glamorous  of  them  all. 
Simpson  College  of  Indianola,  coached  by  Judd 
Dean,  and  with  the  1933  Iowa  Conference  champion- 
ship in  their  trophy  case,  was  unable  to  cope  with 
th  Wildcat  passing  attack  and  fell  down  in  defeat 
18  to  14.  The  visitors  scored  both  their  touch- 
down, giving  local  rooters  the  blues,  and  then  were 
just  folded  up  for  the  evening  by  Coach  Frank's 
inspired  boys.  Only  twice  in  the  second  half  was 
Simpson  able  to  send  the  ball  into  Parsons  territory. 

The  game  opened  with  a  Simpson  passing  attack 
but  immediately  shifted  into  a  punting  duel  between 
Norvell  and  Wallace.  Finally  Doug  Lovett  went 
wide  around  his  own  left  end  and  traveled  thirty 
yards  before  he  was  stopped.  This  play  put  the 
ball  in  Simpson  territory  but  that  was  all  and  the 
first  quarter  ended  with  the  pigskin  in  enemy  pos- 
session on  the  Wildcat  forty-five. 

Gorl  came  into  the  game  for  the  visitors  as  the 
second  stanza  ended  and  when  the  smoke  cleared 
away  the  scoreboard  read,  Parsons  0,  Visitors  14. 
Then  the  Wildcats  got  busy.  Starting  on  their  own 
thirty-five  yard  line  the  touchdown  parade  began  to 
move.  Parks  to  Lovett  for  twenty-five  yards;  DuBois 
to  Tincher  for  twelve;  to  Norvell  for  ten;  to  Tincher 
for  eight,  and  to  Norvell  for  a  touchdown.  Parks' 
placement  was  wide.  Score,  Parsons  6;  Simpson 
14,  as  the  half  ended. 

At  the  start  of  the  third  period  the  Wildcats  took 
the  ball  to  the  fifteen  yard  line  only  to  loose  it  but 
soon  after  grabbed  a  Simpson  fumble  on  the  visitors 
thirty  six.  DuBois  passed  to  Hill  for  sixteen  yards 
and  to  Tincher  for  nineteen  as  the  quarter  ended. 
Norvell  and  Heston  plunged  for  a  first  down  and 
a  pass,  DuBois  to  Tincher  scored  a  touchdown.  The 
kick  failed  and  the  Wildcats  were  still  on  the  lean 
end  of  the  score,  14  to  12. 

After  the  kickoff,  DuBois  intercepted  an  enemy 
forward  and  ran  it  back  nineteen  yards.  In  quick 
succession  he  threw  forwards  to  Tincher  and  Heston,

placing  the  pigskin  on  the  one  yard  line,  from  where, 
thre  plays  later  Joe  Norvell  grabbed  a  sweet  one 
out  of  the  air  and  tallied  Parsons  their  touchdown. 
The  try  for  point  again  failed  but  Coach  Frank's 
men  successfully  batted  down  the  desperately  thrown 
Simpson  passes  and  even  finally  worked  the  old  hog- 
hide  to  the  Methodists'  eleven  yard  line  as  the  gun 
sounded.  Parsons  18,  Simpson  14.  The  first  con- 
ference victory. 

PARSONS  13,  PENN  7 

On  October  19  Coach  Frank  took  his  pink  and 
green  gridders  to  Oskaloosa  where  they  came 
through  in  a  sea  of  mud  and  rain  and  won  their 
third  victory  of  the  season.  The  Wildcats  scored 
in  the  first  and  final  quarters  while  tied  the  count 
at  7  all  in  the  second.  In  spite  of  the  rain  the  re- 
puted air  attack  of  the  locals  functioned  well. 
Quarterback  Brawner  DuBois  dropped  one  in  Joe 
Norvell's  anxious  arms  about  the  middle  of  the 
initial  stanza.  Norvell  strode  on  for  the  touchdown 
and  Langston  Parks,  who  failed  to  convert  on  any 
of  his  attempts  the  week  before,  carefully  booted 
the  extra  point.  A  blocked  punt  that  gave  the  Wild- 
cats possession  of  the  ball  on  the  Quaker  thirty-four 
yard  line  was  responsible  for  the  first  Parsons  score. 
Parks  smashed  through  center  for  fourteen  yards  and 
on  the  next  try  gained  thirteen.  The  DuBois  to 
Norvell  pass  play  then  scored. 

Penn  had  their  big  time  in  the  second  period  as 
McCormick  and  Rhiner  carried  the  ball  to  the  locals 
two  yard  line  with  a  first  down.  Held  tight  by  the 
Wildcat  line  and  penalized  fifteen  yards,  the  Quakers 
tossed  a  completed  forward  for  a  touchdown  and 
another  for  the  extra  point  to  tie  the  count  at  seven 
all.  In  the  third  quarter  Parsons  blocked  two  more 
Penn  kicks  and  finally  took  one  of  them  on  the 
forty-yard  stripe.  Here  Black  gained  twenty-three 
yards  on  an  end  run,  setting  the  stage  for  the  "Statue 
of  Liberty"  play  which  functioned  well.  Norvell 
and  Heston  smashed  and  plunged  to  the  eight  yard 
line  and  then  after  Heston  took  it  to  the  "one-foot- 
away"  line,  Norvell  went  over.  Yount  came  into 
the  contest  to  try  for  the  point-after-touchdown  but 
the  ball  slid  from  his  slippery  foot.  The  Quakers 
did  their  best  to  score  via  the  air  route  but  the  alert

This  conference  tilt,  played  on  a  muddy,  slippery 
field  at  Dubuque,  finally  proved  the  one  which  was 
to  mar  the  Wildcats  league  record  at  the  close  of 
the  season.  The  wet  condition  of  the  field  and  the 
hand  of  Lady  Luck  wre  the  nemesis  of  Coach  Frank's 
men.  Columbia  won  the  toss  and  chose  to  receive 
the  kick.  On  this  initial  kickoff  of  the  game, 
Croaker  of  the  Duhawks  grabbed  the  ball  and  slipped 
through  the  Parsons  team  for  a  touchdown.  Broderick 
converted  on  a  placement  to  give  the  hometowners 
a  quick  seven  points.  It  was  now  Parsons  turn  to 
with  the  old  pigskin,  and  the  boys  from  Fairfield 
responded  remarkably  well.  Taking  the  ball  on  the 
following  kickoff  by  Columbia  they  carried  it  on 
running  plays  to  the  Duhawks  two  yard  line  where 
an  unfortunate  fumble  lost  them  a  fine  and  almost 
certain  scoring  chance. 

During  the  remainder  of  the  game  the  Columbia 
team  played  almost  entirely  on  the  defensive,  being 
continually  backed  up  by  the  Wildcat  offense.  Parsons 
was  credited  with  twelve  first  downs  to  one  for  the 
Duhawks  and  also  with  some  two  hundred  yards 
totaled  from  scrimmage  plays.  Several  times  for- 
ward passes  brought  the  pigskin  deep  into  enemy  ter- 
ritory but  their  opponents  held  desperately.  The 
Wildcat  forwards  blocked  five  punts  besides,  but 
they  were  able  to  score  just  two  points. 

In  the  last  quarter  the  whole  line  crashed  through 
to  block  a  kick  which  a  Parsonite  recovered  in  the 
end  zone  to  score  a  safety  and  give  his  team  their 
lone  score.  Frankie  Mertz  and  Sidney  Spencer 
played  outstanding  football.  Columbia  had  tied 
Wesleyan  but  their  win  over  Parsons  proved  to  be 
their  lone  conference  victory,  as  it  was  Parsons'  lone 
defeat,  robbing  them  of  a  claim  to  the  title.

bound  and  downed  a  dangerous  Dubuque  University 
eleven  10  to  7,  on  the  Alumni  Field.  This  was  the 
locals'  third  Iowa  Conference  win  and  kept  Coach 
Frank's  rose  and  green  gridders  near  the  top.  Parsons 
scored  seven  points  in  the  first  quarter  on  a  long 
run  by  Hill  only  to  have  the  invaders  tally  a  similar 
count  early  in  the  final  period.  With  a  tie  contest 
in  evidence,  Langston  Parks  calmly  kicked  a  field 
goal.  The  Wildcats  had  possession  of  the  ball  on 
the  Spartans  five  yard  line  as  the  game  ended.  The 
Parsons  team  very  successfully  bottled  up  Gibbs, 
Dubuque's  star  ball  carrier  the  entire  game.  At  the 
time  the  tilt  was  played  the  visiting  colored  back 
was  one  of  the  leading  scorers  in  the  nation. 

From  the  opening  kickoff  the  play  was  about  even 
until  Hill  and  Tincher's  spectacular  touchdown  play 
in  the  middle  of  the  first  period.  Dubuque  had 
possession  of  the  ball  on  about  the  center  stripe  and 
in  an  endeavor  to  shake  their  backfield  star,  Thea 
Gibbs,  loose,  tossed  a  lateral  on  a  wide  play  around 
the  Wildcat  left  end.  Wayne  Hill  was  right  in  the 
midst  of  the  proceedings,  intercepted  the  pass  and 
started  goalward  only  to  have  a  lone  Sparton  tackier 
loom  up  before  him.  Lyle  Tincher  the  Parsons  right 
end  came  smashing  over,  took  out  the  touchdown 
obstacle,  and  Hill  traveled  fifty  yards  for  a  score. 
Claude  Yount  made  a  successful  conversion  and  the 
count  stood  7  and  0  with  the  Wildcats  on  the  long 
end. 

From  thence  it  was  a  tossup  game  and  finally 
Barron  of  Dubuque  went  off  his  own  tackle  for  a 
touchdown  in  the  fourth  stanza.  He  plunged  to 
score  the  extra  point.  With  only  a  few  minutes  of 
playing  time  remaining,  Norvell  and  Lovett  carried 
the  pigskin  to  within  scoring  distance.  Tincher 
came  around  on  an  end-around  play  and  tossed  a 
forward  to  Hill  who  was  downed  on  the  eight  yard 
marker.  Two  plays  later  Parks  booted  a  beautiful 
twenty-six  yard  field  goal  and  Parsons  had  won  her 
third  conference  game  as  the  gun  halted  them  on  the 
Dubuque  five  yard  stripe  a  minute  or  two  later.

Before  2,000  Homecoming  fans  Coach  Frank's 
Parsons  gridders  outfought  and  outclawed  Central 
college,  7  to  0.  It  was  the  fourth  Wildcat  confer- 
ence victory  and  left  an  almost  perfect  setting  for

the  invasion  of  the  Iowa  Wesleyan  lair  on  Thanks- 
giving Day.  Parsons  had  victory  within  her  grasp 
several  times  only  to  have  it  slip  away.  In  the  final 
period  a  passing  attack  paved  the  way  for  the 
counter.  Yount  carrying  it  over  the  last  chalk  mark. 
The  locals  had  a  decided  advantage  in  the  statistical 
argument,  making  fourteen  first  downs  to  Central's 
four,  and  gaining  two  hundred  and  eighty  yards 
from  scrimmage  which  was  far  above  the  visitors' 
total. 

In  the  opening  quarter  the  Wildcats  started  off 
in  a  very  businesslike  manner,  making  two  first  downs 
in  succession,  but  Lovett  fumbled.  It  was  a  period 
of  fumbleitis,  five  of  them  taking  place  in  a  very 
short  time,  ending  up  with  Blough  nailing  one  on 
the  fifty  yard  marker.  Parsons  opened  up  with  their 
air  attack  and  Black  dashed  off  for  a  touchdown 
only  to  have  the  play  called  back  just  before  the  half 
ended.  The  Wildcats  were  on  the  ten  yard  line  at 
this  point  in  the  contest. 

The  third  quarter  was  apunting  duel  but  in  the 
fourth  passes  paved  the  way  for  the  big  moment  of 
the  day.  Parks  threw  to  Tincher  for  a  fifteen  yard 
gain ;  to  Black  for  eleven,  and  then  Hill  caught  one 
of  DuBois'  offerings  for  a  twenty  yard  gain.  Black 
scampered  for  fifteen,  DuBois  passed  to  Tincher  on 
the  five  yard  line  and  Claude  Yount  plunged  it  over. 
Parks  kicked  the  extra  point. 

PARSONS  6,  IOWA  WESLEYAN  3 

It  happened!  DuBois  and  Hill  will  graduate  happy. 
These  two  fighting  Wildcats  had  waited  a  long 
while  to  conquer  Wesleyan  on  the  football  field. 
It  was  a  splendid  and  fitting  climax  to  the  best  grid 
season  enjoyed  by  the  Parsonites  for  several  years. 
It  capped  Leo  J.  Frank's  coaching  term  at  the  Wild- 
cat school  with  glory.  Of  all  the  thrilling  and 
fighting  encounters  put  forth  by  these  two  schools 
in  their  athletic  relationship,  none  may  be  more 
exciting  than  this  6  to  3  victory  scored  by  the  rose 
and  green  of  Parsons  on  Thanksgiving  Day,   1934. 

Wesleyan  tallied  first  on  a  fine  field  goal  by  Hay- 
ward  but  the  Wildcat  aerial  forces  were  yet  unac- 
counted for  and  early  in  the  final  quarter  DuBois 
tossed  to  Lovett  for  a  touchdown. 

The  Wildcats  started  out  with  a  snap  right  at  the 
opening  kickoff  and  pushed  the  Tigers  all  over  the

The  International  Relations  Club  was  organized  and  held  its  first  meeting  in 
January,  1935.  It  offers  to  students  an  opportunity  to  discuss  international  affairs 
and  their  relation  to  campus  life. 

The  group  has  a  fine  library  of  25  volumes  furnished  by  the  Carnegie  Foundation. 
This  club  is  of  especial  interest  to  students  of  past  and  modern  history. 


FRENCH  CLUB 

Parsons  College  now  has  a  flourishing  "Cercle  Francais"  which  furnishes  an  op- 
portunity for  students  of  French  to  practice  speaking  the  language.  They  presented 
a  French  play  for  the  benefit  of  the  German  Club,  and  any  others  interested  in  the 
study  of  French.  The  French  Club  is  in  its  first  year,  having  been  organized  by  Mrs. 
Simmons  in  the  fall  of  1934. 

GERMAN  CLUB 

The  German  Club  was  organized  at  the  same  time  as  the  French  Club  by  Dr. 
William  Schreiberr  The  German  Club  presented  a  play  in  German  telling  the 
Christmas  story  and  then  the  college  students  were  taught  some  German  hymns. 
The  club  is  a  fine  way  for  the  students  to  get  practice  in  speaking  the  language  and 
to  learn  some  of  the  customs  of  the  German  people.

PRINT  SHOP 

The  College  Print  Shop  under  the  direction  of  Victor  Albro  and  with  the  assistance 
of  Sterling  Chase  is  rapidly  becoming  the  equal  of  many  commercial  shops  in  the 
grade  of  work  which  is  done  there. 

In  this  one  room  in  the  basement  of  Fairfield  all  the  college  printing  jobs  were 
done  by  student  labor.  All  kinds  of  blanks,  time  cards,  index  cards,  programs, 
several   large   college   bulletins,    the    Portfolio,    and   the   college   catalog  were   printed. 

Equipment  in  the  shop  includes  two  presses,  a  large  paper  cutter,  an  automatic 
electric  wire  stitcher,  and  many  cases  of  type.  The  college  printers  had  access  to 
the   linotype  of  the   Fairfield  Daily  Ledger,   which  enabled  them  to  work  efficiently.

CARL  G.  MELANDER 

The  Symphonic  Band  with  a  personnel  of  about  forty  members  and  the  Little 
Symphony  of  thirty-five  members  gave  several  concerts  and  showed  that  they  can  furnish 
pep  meetings  with  music  and  also  give  fine  interpretations  of  the  masters. 

The  Chamber  Ensemble,  a  new  organization,  became  instantly  popular  and  played 
concerts  in  Mediapolis,  Pulaski,  Blakesburg,  Albia,  Moulton,  Centerville,  New  London, 
Ottumwa  and  Corydon.  They  were  well  received  everywhere  and  under  the  direction 
of  Prof.  James  P.  Moorhead  have  established  a  fine  reputation  for  good  music. 

The  string  trio,  another  new  organization,  became  popular  and  played  many  concerts 
in  Fairfield  and  in  many  of  the  high  schools  of  the  state. 

The  Barhydt  trio  sustained  their  high  record  of  entertainment  and  sang  before  many 
civic  groups  in  Fairfield  and  surrounding  territory. 

The  Male  Quartet  became  popular  with  high  school  audiences  with  their  presenta- 
tions of  light  and  rhythmic  interpretations. 

These  groups  have  established  themselves  as  well  balanced  musicians  and  have  upheld 
the  reputation  of  the  Parsons  Conservatory  of  Music  in  a  fine  way. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Professor  Carl  G.  Melander  the  Conservatory  of  Music  has 
this  year  established  an  enviable  record  in  music  circles.  Its  major  organization  sus- 
tained their  degree  of  achievement  and  several  new  small  groups  were  added. 

The  Philharmonic  Choir,  a  capella  singing  group  of  sixty  voices,  was  kept  busy  all 
year  preparing  and  giving  concerts.  The  choir  gave  many  concerts  including  ones 
in  Ottumwa,  Fort  Madison,  Mt.  Pleasant,  Washington  and  Winfield.  On  a  week's 
tour  they  sang  before  audiences  in  Corning,  Clarinda,  Shenandoah,  Red  Oak,  Omaha, 
Guthrie  Center,  Des  Moines  and  broadcasted  over  KFNF  and  KMA  at  Shenandoah, 
WOW  in  Omaha  and  WHO  in  Des  Moines.

Playing  their  third  and  fourth  games  of  the  season 
on  successive  nights  the  Wildcats  won  from,  and 
then  were  defeated  by,  the  Kirksville  Osteopaths  at 
Kirksville,  Mo.  In  the  first  contest  the  score  was 
close  all  the  way  through  but  Miner  counted  ten 
points  to  help  give  Parsons  an  edge  in  the  23  to  20 
final  score.

PARSONS  45,  PENN  33 
Coach  Frank's  cagers  won  their  first  Iowa  Confer- 
ence game  in  four  start  by  downing  William  Penn 
College  at  Oskaloosa,  45  to  33.     The  Quakers  had 
now  broken  even  in  six  league  tilts.     The  Wildcats

PARSONS  39,  PENN  24 
The  Wildcats  downed  Penn  for  their  second  loop 
win,  39  to  24.  The  half  ended  with  Parsons  on  the 
long  end  of  a  17  to  14  score  with  Miner  doing  most 
of  the  Wildcat  scoring.  However,  Miner  went  out 
of  the  contest  with  four  personal  fouls  a  few  moments 
after  the  second  period  started,  and  Black  took  ovet 
high  scoring  duties  and  also  played  a  fine  floor  game. 
Marquis  played  good  basketball  as  did  Langston 
Parks,  who  replaced  Miner  at  center. 

CENTRAL  25,  PARSONS  23 
Central  made  it  two  straight  over  Parsons  by 
winning  from  them  2  5  to  23  at  Faitfield.  From  the 
first  the  crowd  saw  that  Len  Winters'  men  would 
have  theit  hands  full.  The  biggest  moment  of  all 
in  this  thnllir  g  encounter  came  in  the  second  half 
with  just  four  minutes  left  to  play.  Central  was 
leading  22  to  17,  and  Captain  Marquis  of  Parsons

PARSONS  32,  COLUMBIA  30 

The  highlight  of  the  1934-35  cage  season  came  as 
Parsons  defeated  Columbia  32  to  30  at  Fairfield. 
Bernard  Black,  freshman  forward,  was  the  whole 
show.  He  was  everywhere  on  the  floor,  scoring 
four  field  goals  and  ten  free  throws  for  a  total  of 
eighteen  points.  Bill  Steneker  also  played  good  ball 
defensively.  Black  was  unstoppable  from  the  statt 
of  the  game  but  the  Duhawks  werer  ight  behind, 
the  half  ending  19  to  18  in  Parsons  favor.  Only 
six  field  goals  were  scored  in  the  second  half.  Both 
teams  were  deadly  in  the  charity  lane.  Columbia 
stood  at  second  place  in  the  Iowa  Conference,  right 
behind  St.  Ambrose's  undefeated  quintet. 

PARSONS  23,  DUBUQUE  18 

In  their  first  game  of  their  last  road  trip  of  the 
season,  Patsons  gained  revenge  for  an  early  defeat 
by  Dubuque  University  by  downing  the  Spartans, 
23  to  18.  It  was  the  Wildcats'  fourth  Iowa  Con- 
ference win.  Coach  Frank's  five  played  careful, 
determined  ball,  leading  18  to  8  late  in  the  second 
half.  In  the  closing  minutes  both  teams  started 
hitting  the  hoop  more  regularly  but  the  Wildcats  had 


the   contest   in   the  bag.      Black   and   Minet  were   outstanding  in   the  Parsons  lineup. 
Black  was  among  the  league's  first  ten  high  scorers. 

COLUMBIA  25,  PARSONS  15 

This  game  was  Columbia's  turn  for  revenge.  However,  the  victory  was  well 
earned  as  the  Parsons  defense  held  their  opponents  without  a  field  goal  from  the 
opening  of  the  game  until  fourteen  minutes  had  clicked  off  the  timer's  watch.  At 
half-time  Columbia  held  an  11  to  10  advantage  in  the  scoring,  Keegan  of  the  Duhawks 
being  largely  responsible  for  his  team's  counters.  Black  tallied  five  points  for 
Parsons  and  Miner  was  guilty  of  four  personal  fouls. 

IOWA  WESLEYAN  28,  PARSONS  22 

In  the  season's  finale  at  Mt.  Pleasant,  Parsons  last  a  close  tilt  to  Wesleyan  by  the 
score  of  28  to  22.  The  Tigers  gained  an  early  lead  and  struggled  desperately  to 
keep  it.  Late  in  the  second  half  the  Wildcats  pulled  to  within  three  points  of 
Wesleyan  but  couldn't  quite  come  out  ahead.  Bob  Hynd  and  Bernard  Black  both 
scored  five  (points  for  Parsons.  Reese  of  Wesleyan  was  high  scorer  with  nine.  The 
game  had  all  the  usual  characteristics  of  a  Parsons- Wesleyan  encounter.  It  was 
the  last  appearance  of  Captain  Marquis  and  Bob  Hynd  in  Wildcat  cage  togs,  they 
being  the  only  two  seniors  on  the  team. 

St.  Ambrose  took  the  Iowa  Conference  title  with  ten  victories  and  no  defeats. 
Columbia  College  was  second  while  Parsons  was  down  near  the  bottom  when  the 
Stanley-Dean  system  had  shaken  the  rating  up  a  bit.  Wesleyan,  defending  champion, 
fin:shed  in  tenth  place  and  Dubuque  was  alone  in  the  cellar.  Vic  Pahl  of  St.  Ambrose 
won  high  scoring  honors  and  Bernard  Black  of  Parsons  also  did  very  well,  placing 
twelfth.  With  all  but  two  of  the  team  back  next  year,  along  with  Coach  Frank's 
dependable  tutoring  the  Wildcats  should  rank  well  up  in  the  conference  if  the  team 
shows  the  spirit  and  fight  of  this  quintet.

Patsons  net  team  was  composed  of  two  lettermen,  Harold  Ewing,  captain,  and 
Wayne  Helsel,  and  two  new  men,  Robert  Long  and  Allen  Pence.  They  were  ranked 
with   Ewing  playing  number  one  position  and  then  Helsel,  Long  and  Pence. 

Phil  Anderson,  another  letterman,  was  ineligible  for  Iowa  Conference  play  during 
most  of  the  season  but  played  all  of  the  non-conference  matches.  Max  Barnes,  a 
transfer  student  also  played  the  non-conference  meets  and  Boyd  Creath  took  part 
in  one  of  the  conference  matches  and  was  a  strong  contestant  for  a  regular  team 
position. 

During  the  season  the  netsters  downed  Burlington  Junior  College  twice,  lost  one 
each  to  Simpson  and  Penn  and  then  tied  these  two  colleges  in  return  matches. 

Parsons  also  entered  players  in  the  women's  division  with  Burlington  and  these 
wete  Christine  McDonald,  Lois  Gorham  and  Ariel  Krieger. 

Varsity  letters  were  awarded  to  five  men,  Ewing,  Helsel,  Anderson,  Long,  and 
Pence.    All  of  these  except  Helsel  are  enrolled  in  the  1934-35  term. 

Glen  Parsons,  captain  of  the   1933  team  was  coach  and  manager  of  the  squad.

DEBATE 


Resolved:  That  the  nations  of  the  world  should  agree  to  prevent  the  international 
shipment  of  arms  and  munitions. 

On  March  1  the  Parsons  debate  team  with  their  coach,  Miss  Junelle  Teeter,  went 
to  Iowa  City  and  participated  in  the  Midwest  Invitational  Tournament  which  in- 
cluded some  sixty  midwest  Universities  and  Colleges.  Both  the  men  and  the  women 
debaters,  debating  the  munition  question,  ranked  in  the  upper  25  per  cent  of  the 
schools  entered.  This  was  a  high  ranking,  only  two  other  schools  ranking  as  high. 
Each  team  lost  only  one  debate. 

On  March  13  Parsons  entered  contestants  in  the  State  Tournament  at  Dubuque. 
When  the  smoke  of  the  battle  had  cleared  away  Parsons  had  won  first  in  Women's 
Debate  and  third  in  Men's  Debate. 

On  March  28  the  teams  entered  the  province  tournament  of  Pi  Kappa  Delta  at 
Cape  Guardian,  Mo.  In  this  tournament  which  included  Missouri,  part  of  Illinois, 
and  southern  Iowa,  the  women  debaters  placed  third  in  debate,  winning  four  out  of 
six  debates,  and  the  men,  while  not  placing,  won  three  of  five  debates.  Mr.  Pedrick, 
one  of  the  debaters,  was  honored  by  being  elected  Vice-Governor  of  the  Missouri 
Province  of  Pi  Kappa  Delta. 

Besides  the  tournament  debates,  numerous  other  debates  were  held  with  Iowa 
Wesleyan,  Burlington  Junior  College,  Central  College,  Penn  College,  Coe  College, 
John  Fletcher  College,  and  Donald  Cassill,  George  Haines,  Willard  Pedrick  and  Paul 
Pickett  took  a  tour  through  northern  Missouri  in  February,  debating  Kirksville  State 
Teachers,  Missouri  Valley  College,  and  Central  College  of  Missouri. 

This  closes  the  most  successful  debating  season  at  Parsons  for  some  years  and  much 
honor  is  due  our  debaters  and  their  coach,  Miss  Junella  Teeter. 


EXTEMPORANEOUS  SPEAKING  AND  ORATORY 

Parsons  was  well  represented  in  Oratory  and  Extemp  with  Mr.  Jordan  winning 
second  in  the  Iowa  Peace  Oratorical  contest,  third  in  Extemp  in  the  State  Forensic 
meet  at  Dubuque  and  fifth  in  Extemp  in  the  province  meet  at  Cape  Girardeau,  Mo. 

Miss  Moorhead  in  Women's  Extemp  placed  second  in  the  Iowa  Forensic  meet  at 
Dubuque.  Miss  Moorhead  also  placed  second  last  year  in  the  State  Tournament  and 
seventh  in  the  National  Tournament  at  Lexington,  Ky. 

Mr.  Pedrick  placed  third  in  men's  oratory  at  Dubuoue  and  third  in  the  province 
meeting.  He  also  was  honored  by  being  unanimously  elected  Vice-Governor  of  the 
province  of  Missouri.  He  was  National  Champion  in  Extemperaneous  Speaking  at 
Lexington,  Kentucky  last  year.

The  Women's  Athletic  Association  is  a  national  organization  upon  the  campus 
which  carries  out  a  program  of  sports  throughout  the  entire  year.  It  is  the  aim  of 
the  W.  A.  A.  to  reach  every  woman  in  college  and  give  her  an  opportunity  for 
participation  in  clean,  wholesome  sports: 

In  order  to  become  an  active  member  of  W.  A.  A.,  one  is  required  to  pay  semester 
dues,  and  to  be  active  in  at  least  one  sport,  earning  a  total  of  10  points  toward  a 
"P.  C."  The  first  honor  after  becoming  a  member  is  the  earning  of  50  points, 
which  entitles  one  to  a  "numeral".  The  next  honor  is  the  "P.  C."  which  is  given 
after  earning  100  points.  Twenty-five  points  over  100  entitles  one  to  a  stripe,  and 
for  200  points  the  award  is  a  "Star".  The  final  and  highest  award  is  given  after 
the  earning  of  300  points,  this  award  being  a  sweater. 

Girls'  basketball,  sponsored  by  W.  A.  A.  and  coached  by  Forrest  Marquis,  played 
a  town  team  twice^and  tied  both  times.  They  played  the  Ottumwa  "Y.  W."  girls 
and  won  39-11. 

Other  activities  are  Sports  Day,  held  in  the  spring  for  the  participation  of  high 
school  girls  in  a  program  of  sports,  the  Gym  exhibition,  and  the  May  Fete. 

An  all  girl  roller  skating  patty  was  held  October  10  in  honor  of  the  new  W.  A.  A. 
members  and  then  a  skating  party  for  the  whole  school  was  held  in  the  Gym, 
March  15.     Over  one  hundred  were  present  at  the  affair.

DECLAMATION  WORK 

There  is  a  specific  need  among  high  schools  for  trained  teachers  of  declamation. 
Therefore,  Parsons  College  has  so  arranged  its  dramatic  department  that  prospective 
teachers  may  enter  courses  to  train  them  to  organize  that  particular  activity  in  the 
high  schools.  The  course  in  Literary  Interpretation  trains  students  to  make  original 
cuttings  from  plays,  short  stories  and  poetry,  a  library  of  such  cuttings  is  started  by 
each  student.  Training  in  th  judging  of  declamatory  contests,  based  upon  the  scale 
offered  by  the  Iowa  Association  of  Forensic  Activities,  is  given.  Students  who  show 
aptitude  are  sent  to  judge  actual  contests  in  nearby  schools.  This  year  Helene  Gaumer, 
Mary  Moodhead,  Phyllis  Bradshaw,  Paul  Pickett,  Willard  Pedrick  and  Ernest  Nehre 
were  allowed  to  represent  the  school  at  such  contests.  Before  a  student  was  sent  to 
judge  he  was  taught  to  recognize  specific  needs  and  difficultiees  in  each  type  of 
declamatory  work,  humor,  dramatic,  and  oratory.  He  was  trained  to  give  accurate 
and  constructive  suggestions  and  remedies.

field.      They    failed    to    come    any    closer    than    the 
twenty  yatd  line  however  and  a  tight  contest  was  in 
evidence.      The   second   period  was   even   play  with 
ptactically  no  scoring  threats. 

About  the  m'ddle  of  the  third  stanza  came  Hay- 
ward's  field  goal,  giving  Wesleyan  three  points.  The 
Wildcats  had  nearly  always  demonstrated  their 
ability  to  come  from  behind  during  the  whole 
season  and  this  panicular  game  was  no  exception. 
First  the  Parsons  team  opened  their  famous  passing 
attack  with  DuBois  doing  the  throwing  and  the 
Wildcat  receivers  snatching  the  hoghide  from  every- 
where in  the  atmosphere.  As  the  Tigers  went  back 
to  an  air  defense,  fullback  Park's  crashed  again  and 
again  into  Wesleyan  for  substantial  gains.  Coach 
Frank's  team  made  several  successive  first  downs  and

A  forward 
pass  fell  incomplete  as  hostilities  were  renewed,  a 
line  play  proved  fruitless,  but  on  the  last  down  Doug 
Lovett,  who  was  surrounded  by  Tiger  backs,  on  the 
Wesleyan  goal  line,  snared  Quarterback  DuBois'  pass 
for  a  touchdown  and  over  a  thousand  loyal  Parson- 
ites  present  went  wild  with  joy.  The  try  for  point 
failed  but  about  five  minutes  latet  the  pink  and 
green  team  recovered  a  Tiger  fumble  and  Parks  at- 
tempted a  field  goal  by  placement  but  it  was  blocked. 
The  game  ended  with  the  Wildcat  grid  machine  again 
sutging  fotward  towatds  the  Wesleyan  goal.  The 
score,  Parsons,  6;  Wesleyan,  3.
